Granted. 

Representatives Welch and Albers asked unanimous 
consent that the assembly adjourn in honor of Ripon 
College on the 143rd Founders Day Anniversary 
Celebration, which was founded on January 29, 1851, 
and two of its founders: Captain David Mapes and Alan 
Bouay. Granted. 

Representative Morris-Tatum asked unanimous 
consent that the assembly adjourn in honor of Black 
History Month and a great African-American leader, 
Langston Hughes, who was born February 2, 1902. 
Granted. 

Representative Baumgart asked unanimous consent 
that the assembly adjourn in honor of Kim Lewis, a 
University of Wisconsin student who started as an intern 
in his office today. Granted. 

Representative Bock asked unanimous consent that 
the assembly adjourn in honor of Oliver Brown and his 
daughter, Linda Brown, who brought suit that led to the 
1954 Brown vs. Board of Education United States 
Supreme Court Decision. Granted. 

Representative Coggs asked unanimous consent that 
the assembly adjourn in honor of the Home Run King of 
the Milwaukee Braves, Atlanta Braves and Milwaukee 
Brewers, Henry "Hank" Aaron, who will be celebrating 
his sixtieth birthday on February 5.
